Among other matters , therein you ree 
quire vs to-certefie you concerning. the Mar- 
tyrdome that the mother. of the aforefaid 
Prince T cimuvafes {uftered by the moft wic- 
ked King of the Perfians : which according- 
ly wewillrelate vnto you with all poflible 
brevity,intending fhortly to fee you, when 
being prefent we hall more at largerchearfe 
thefame with other matters of moment. 
The King ofthe ‘Perfians, hauing determi-

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Teimurafes and thereft of the orthodox Geor- 
giansin the yeare 164 4. witha great Armiec he

fador came from Iberia, that thould make 


truce and redeeme both'Her andthe Corps of 
her Lady. For thee knew very. well that the 
Georgians were notable to bicker with, or 
ftand out long againftthe Keng of theoPerft- 
ans. Wherefore thee wasconfident ; that’al- 
beit he had conquered and ruin'd moft of 
their tcownes, yet they wouldyhortly: obtaine 
aleague,andeftablith peace with himzwhich 
tell out foindeeds 
But nowto informe you of fome occur- 
rences happening when the corps thould haue 
beene brought backe againe, it is expedient 
that Trehearfe vnto you, fome tricks of le. 
serdemaine and notorious coufenage, well 
worth'your attention. morn do: sree! 
At that time thereliued in’ Perfiascertaine 
“Bretheren, comne from old Rome, whowere 
called Jefuites.' Thefe, ‘asthemfelues preten- 
ded;came thither'to *thezend «they amight 
convert that. Nation frony impious fuper. 
ftition, and teach rhe crue worthip of chréf, 
But fuchwas:the peoples'frowardneffe;: and 
obftinare wilfulnefle of thae ‘Counwy3:that 
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thefe /efuites durft notfo.much as mutter oy 


gainlay them: Herevpon (it feemes) they re-. 


folued to depart to fome other place where 
they mighe difpatch what they were fenc 
for, with more fuccefle and, ad vantage, ha. 
uing better opportunity to. promote their 
pretended defigne. Thefe men therefore 
fought for the dead body of Ketaban which 
they fuppofed was caft away & little fer by, 
yetcould not findeit:And hauing no farther 
~ lift er leafure to make morefearch, thinking 
that it was torne in peices-by fome wild 
bealts, they betooke themfelues to their 
fourney,and in the high way light vpon a 
Carkaffe, the head whereof they tooke, & ha. 
uing perfumed it with {weer oyntments.and 
hand fomely wound it vp; they carried along 
with them into 7berta. Then approaching 
neere tothe Citty where Teimurafes did. re- 
fide, they fentfome meffengers to relate vn- 
to him hew that certaine Chriftians, fach as 
led an holy, 4po/folique life, were come to his 
mo{t renowned and Chriftian excellency, 
haning brought With them the pretious and 
wonder -

wonder-working Head of his mother Ketaban; 


thatlace famous'Martyr and champion of 


Christy And albeit they vfed the beft meanes 
poffible to purchafe the whole Sod) entire, 
yet this-was all they could procure’ cither for 
loue’ or mony; hauing indeed pafled 
through no fmall perill before they could 
obraine it, but after much adoe being once 
got, though cut off and feperated from: the 
body, yetby the wonderfull vertue thereof 
together withthe power of their prayers & 
fupplications they had beene freed and de- 
liaered from very many dangers, and at 
length they were arriued at his country with 
this holy and blefled Head of the faid Mar- 
tyr in fafety. : 

T cimurafes hearing this , out of his great 
efteeme and reverence had’ towards: holy 
Martyrs, butchiefly being roued with the 
naturall affeétion and grear lowe: that hee 
bare cowards his deate deceafed Mother, 
Went a daies journey to meet thefe men, ac- 
companied with a great multitude of his 
owne people, the C/eargy and Nobility of 


Iberia: 
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Iberia: And fo after a folemne manner ha. 
ving in fuch flourifhing pompe brought the 
Relique to Cachetium in Iberia, with great {tate 
and magnificence they placed itin the Tem- 

le of that noble Martyr S. George Aleberdel. 
Andas forthe Jefuits the Prince had them in 
highefteeme,placing them in faire & ample 
manfions |, and appointing no {mall atten- 
dants'to wait vpon them, 

But now marke their fraud : There being 
honourable prefents and preferments pro- 
fer’'d them from the Prince,they vtrerly retufed 
toaccept of any , alleaging this reafon, be- 
caufe it didnot become them that had vow- 
ed pouerty,and defiredto lead'an holy 4po- 
olique \fe as they did , to-admit of any fuch 
dignity and honour. Herevpon they were s 
reputed very wifeand difcreet men,adorned f 
with choferare vertues, Humility andPrudence, 
appearing to be fuch as mortified themfelues 
by frequent abftinence, being conftant in 
their daily devotions: And tobee briefe,for

they feemed to be the very exprefle and liue-

ly images of che Apostles. sy | 
This did greatly affect the Prince, info- 
much that for two or three daies, when hee 
cameto worlhip the Relique ,at hisreturne he 
vouchfafed to vifitethefe e(uits, and entring 
the ftarcly dwellings afligned them, hee had 
familiar conference with them. So likewife 
did his Courtiers and Noblemen, whoout 
ofacertaine emulation offered rich gifts in 
honour of the Princes Mother,and with{um- 
ptuous prefents greatly enriched the Tem- 
ple. Which devout liberality when the le/uats. 
obferued,they thereby were putin hope thac 
the wealth & treafureof the Temple would 
be daily augmented, iudging of the future in- 
creafe by the prefent great accefle of bounty: 
Then what doe they,butgoe to the Prince, 
and tell him that they are but Monaftica men 
addicted toa folitary ,fiugall,and rigid courte. 
of life: and therefore ic was not meet or con- 
venient for them to inhabit famptuons buil- 
dings ; fome little chamber ormeane cottage 
would fufficethem wel-cnough : wherefore 
they did humbly befeech his Axcellency for 


licence 
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r by the lefuits. moo 


licence to remoue ftom their prefent-habita- 
tionjand fettle themfelues ncare to the place 
where the Relique ofthe Martyr was kept; and 
thatthe charge and cuftody thereof mighe 
be committed to Them, who had taken great 
care and paines togetit brought thither. 
This their requeft feemed but iuft and ¢. 
quitable,very confonantto their profeflion 
and courfeot lifer The Prince then out of his 
sood opinion of their holy purpofe, by and 
by gaue order they fhould haue licence and 
liberty to change their manfion, and beead- 
mitted into a houfeneare the Temple,where- 
in fome Monks of that countrey did refide. 
Thus being planted and placed according 
+o their? owne ‘defire , from ‘thenceforth - 
they ceafed not openly to report how that Re 
thefaid Relique did worke Miracles: vwhich 5 
notwithftanding were evident and vifibly 
made knowne only to their friends and men 
oftheir owne houfhold. This being divul- 
eed and bruted abroad, people of all forts 
with great devotion and zeale: flocked this 


cher, bringing abundacne of gifts and: pre-

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| fents: All which the lefustes readily accepting 


and kindly taking into-their pofleflion, fome 


{mall portion thereof they beftowed vpon 


the faid Monkes of that place, boldly afhrm- 


"ing and making them belectic,that,in regard 


of the Religie which they, had brought, and 
was thencommitted-to their truft tobe con. 


{erued in fafety, the Prince had granted them 


licence to apprepriate vnto. themfelues ‘all 
bencfits and commodities accrewing there. 


by: Howbeit, notwithftanding that, out of 
the courtely& louecthey bare. to them being’ 


iOynt-tenancs or co-inhabirants with them; 


they were content(though the Prince knew: 


nothing of it) to allotthem part of their com- 
mings in: yet vpon this condition, that they. 
fhould neversreveale to. any man what be: 


cameofthe prefents and offerings that were. 


brought, whereof they, were made) parta~ 
kers, (Note bow cunningly, and craftily thele men 
dealt.) 

‘When thereforethe rumor of thefe mira 
cles, which they,had confidently reported, 
was noifed abroad throughout all Joeria , a 
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great many fickefolkes and difeafed perfons 


way bleftandfortifyed (forfooth) with the 
benifon and, figne of the crofle. And ifa-. 
ny among them were difeafed with fome 
mortall and incurable infirmity , fuch they 
pronounced to be vncleane and borne in fin,: 
and therefore hauing firft at cheir departure 
made confeflion of their trefpafles, they ad- 
monifhed them cherefully. to vndertake to. 
fatisfy the Canon in point of pennance, and at. 
terthey were purified & thereby fully clean- 
fed, then might they returne againe to the. 
Re/ique: But thefe,alas, while they waited for 
the day appointed, and expected recouery, 
weres (as their confeffors knew would come 
to.pafle) found-departed. out of this mortall 
‘life, Howbeitfuch as were afflicted with lef. 
fer difeafes, to them they applyed wholfome 
and.convenient medicines: for belike they 
had, fome: skill in the facultysof admini- 
fring Phy/icke, T hefe, being healed, they ad- 
C.2 mitted, 
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mitted co confeflion, granting themallthings 


requifite,whenthey were once freed from the 
bond of cheiriniquities,auerring that the au. 
thority{o to doe did appertaine onely to them? 
Becaufe,as they taught,the power of beftow- 
ing Sa/wation is only proper to them; vnte 
whom the 4poftolique Meniftery is committed 
vpon truft by him,thatis the Princeand head 
ofthe Church. Neither did that benigne and 
bountifull Jefu,for his exceeding great mercies 
towards vs, leaue vs altogether fuccourleffe 
and deftitute of aide, but hee governes and 
directs vs (laid they) by his Proxy and vice- 
gerent namely the “Pope of Frome, with a ma- 
ny other {uch like leflons did they Catechixe 
and {feduce the vulgar at the time of their 
fhrifting and confedlion. 

And although fome perceiued ‘this their 
iugling deceitand /mpoflure , yer none durft 
fomuch as whifper or giue any intimation 
thereof for feare of che Prince, who was 
knovne toloue and refpec& them; efpecial- 
ly becaufe he obferued the moft of his Nobles 
to be ioyned:. with them by the flrongeft tye 
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bythe I cfuits. 


of friendthip. For partly by gifts, (for fo thofe 
Knauesabufed the Prefents of the Temple to 
win the peoples affection by Bribery, and 
partly by Hypocrily and diflembled Sanda- 
ty, they gained themlclues friends, and per- 
{waded tome of che better iortto avouch vn- 
co Teimurafes that they had becne eye- witnef- 
fes of the moft of the faid miracles which 
were wrought by that Refque: and that they 
or any of them fhould receiuea iuit recom- 
enceofreward fromthe Righteous Iudge, if 
Tcnanaidbin dak seinniikaamcudaltichs 
the mindes of Prince and people vato falua- 
tion and Godlineffe, yea, though they did ef- 
fect the fame by lying, diflembling, & coun. 
terfeiting perfwafions: fer thefe they called 
their holy frauds. Now this was fubtilly and 
purpofely by them thus done, to the end 
they mightbee able to produce proofe by 
witneffes to the Prince and people of thefe m- 
racles, Whichthey had reported to haue beene 
wrought by the Martyr,and that they might 
not want protectors and adherents to fide 
with & fupportthem incafe the times {hould: 
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change, as verily it fell our fhortly after. 
For when the fame of the-aid {trange 
wonders and Miracles was difperfed through 
all quartersin Ideria, it was made knowneal- 
fo among the ‘Perfians, and fo came tothe 
cares of Moachla formerly a waiting gentle- 
woman tothe faid Aartyr,who ftraighe. wa 
| addrefled letters to Teimurafes, wherein thee 
i aflured him thatthe Corps of her Lady was in 
‘ her cuftody. The Letters being brought to 
Leimurafes hee concealed thecontentsand 
would not difclofe the news, but fent his Em- 
bafladours to make truce with the Perfians, 
charging them torequire his mothers Corps, 
The Embafladours therevpon concluded a 
AN: § peace, difpatcht their Mafters commaund, 
Ni redeemed very many Georgians , and: Moa- 
chlaamong the reft, and brought backe a- 
gaine into /beria, the dead body of thir Princes 
mother, which (the chett or cofia wherein 
it Was conferued being opened) they knew 
very well by certaine markes to be the ver 
body of Ketaban. wherefore the Prince,being 
incenfed with juftangerand indignation,our 
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by the Tefutts, 
ofhand commanded that the Iefaites fhould 
be imprifoned. But they (fale Knaues ) pre- 
uented the danger by flying to thofe Noble 
mens houles, whom they had taughttoly and 
equiuocate , in making them profefle that 
they wereeye-witnefles of the wonders, of 
rather delufons, lately wrought by the Head- 
relique: and being driuento that ftraic, they 
prevailed fo farre with the Nobles, as, to bee 
permitted to continue fecret in their houfes 
till their Princes wrath was appeafed, putting 
them in hope that they would vndoubtedly 
devife {ome way how themfelues might bee 
excufed to the Prince: who inthe meane 
while cauled his mothers Corps to bee fafely 
laid vp inthe faid Temple of S. George Aleber- 
del, where alfo was kept the fuppofed Re- 
fique. | St6 
Three daies after,the Seduced Nobles, ac- 
cording asthey receiued direGtion from their 

rompters, the le/uits, wentto the Prince, & 
told him that albeit the faid prime-capitall. Re- 
jique was not the very very-head of his.
